Forrestal, who went to Guam 
for conference with Adm.

They were people without hope or 
future and with fixed expressions 
of desperation on their told and 
worn faces. They huddled there 
with small bundles in a dreamless | 
trance—waiting. 

In all these refugees Berliners 
saw somé'consolation for their lot. 

“Anyway you can secure all the 
things you need. All you have to 
do is hop into a plane for Sweden. 
But what will become of us? We 
can’t fly away. We have to stay.” 

How many times have I heard 
this bitter complaint in Berlin! 
From the rich man who had lost 
everything but his bank roll, with 
which he could buy nothing, From 
the poor man who barely escaped 
with his life. 

That remark can be regarded as 
characteristic of the feeling gen- 
erally in Berlin—hopelessness and 
resignation at the same time. And 
yet you can not actually speak of 
apathy but rather fatalism. De- 
spite it all, the Germans obviously 
still are prepared in general to de- 
fend themselves and the few poor 
possessions they have saved.

Military Results 
Of Crimea Meet 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is en. route

Although most comment, including my own, has concentrated 
on the political significance of the Crimea conference, its military 
importance is more immediate. For months Hitler has promised 
his people that the impasse in which Germany is caught would be 
opened with a division between the Allies. Peace feelers put out 
by the Germans in neutral European capitals may have seemed to 
promise some chance of success. But the Crimea conference must 
have revealed to every German that Germany is in a dead-end 
street. If any still doubted this, the new unified assaults—espe- 
cially the use of Anglo-American air forces to open the way for 
advancing Russian troops—have repeated the lesson in letters of 
blood and fire. 


As usual, the Germans themselves reveal, by acts what their 
words deny. On Friday the Nazi radio announced that Hitler and 
Himmler had declared martial law over most parts of Germany, 
and that every civilian—man, woman, or child—who leaves his job 
or fails in his duty, would be court-martialed and subject to the 
death penalty. This order must be considered in the light of the 
fact that officials, such as mayors, in the eastern provinces have 
already been shot for “cowardice” and “desertion.” 


Ironic al There is a supreme irony in the fact that Hitler, who 

always attributed the loss of the last war to the 
“Dolchstoss von Hinten”—the civilian revolt in the rear of the still 
intact fighting front—is this time confronted by collapse at the 
front and at home. But now he is more likely to hold the civilians 
than the soldiers. .The civilian collapse in the last war was, of 
course, a direct reflection of news from the front, and the universal 
recégnition of the fact that the war was lost. Hitler always blamed 
those who acted upon the recognition—the Social Democrats, to 
whom he added all radical groups, and the Jews. This time the 
Jews have been eradicated and the Social Democrats suppressed. 
Yet, though terroristic methods can postpone civilian revolt, they 
will not prevent history from repeating itself. 


But this time the collapse is far more likely to take place at 
the front than at the rear, for it is far easier to suppress civilians 
by terror than to prevent armies from taking a few steps forward 
— the ranks of the Allies and surrendering—individually and in 

oves. 

Now, the German officer and soldier at the front, who loves his 
country more than he loves his Fuehrer, must be asking himself 
some questions. (And I suggest there are millions of Germans who 
care more for Germany—and their own skins—than they care for 


Hitler, Himmler, Goering, and Goebbels.) 

: They have been promised salvation through two 
No Salvation things—a secret weapon, and a rift between 
the Allies. A secret weapon was forthcoming, and did not change 
the course of events. The Allied rift is patently false. The German 
soldier on the hard-pressed eastern front has been promised rein- 
forcements, but they do not arrive—and the terrific air bombard- 


-ment of Anglo-American planes, reinforcing the Russians, block 


such German aid as might be planned. 


The Russians are standing before Cottbus, which is where the 
American fliers Chamberlain and Levine landed so many years 
ago—and I remember that I went to Cottbus in a taxicab to see 
them. Dresden, a beautiful German city, hitherto untouched, is 
a shambles of ruins and corpses, and is still burning. 


Military defeat and moral collapse are connected, but are differ- 
ent things. A defeated soldier may still fight.on. But collapse is 
certain to occur when the soldier knows that further resistance is 
not only useless but disastrous—disastrous for himself, his own 
family, his own country. Then patriotism joins forces with the 
instinct of survival, in every soldier’s bosom, unless he be a Nazi 
SS man who can only hope to postpone the wages of sin. 


When a regime has to announce its intention to court-martial 
women, it admits a state of civil war. Court-martial is not law and 
order. It is the replacement of law and order—the open admission 
that law and order are incompetent to hold the people in line. The 
forerunner of the collapse in Berlin, after the last war, was huge 
posters plastered on the kiosks, signed by the military commander 
of the area, and beginning, “I, Gen. von Linsingen, forbid under 
death penalty the formation of workers’ and peasants’ councils and 
the meeting of more than five persons in the streets.” ~ 

Most Berliners had no idea what he was talking about—but in 
Kiel a mutiny had begun. And, in the same way, the Draconian 
measures of Hitler and Himmler must reflect what is happening at 
the front. 

And there is no indoctrination, no fanaticism, which will keep 
more than a small minority of any army fighting, when to con- 
tinue is suicide—for themselves and their country—and they know it.

Here Are “Hot Spots” 
Open Around Clock 


So-called “cafe society,” the gang that achieves 
notoriety by being seen in Gotham night clubs 
in the wee sma’ hours seven mornings a week, has 
overly publicized and has thereby created a sad 
misconception of American life in the minds@of visitors and ill- 
informed onlookers. : 


Most of the regular patrons of these places are little more than 


unfortunate excrescences on the great mass of the American people. 
Oh, I’m not condemning everyone who seeks a little relaxation and 
dissipation under the bright lights. I’ve no fault to find with Minnie 
and Joe enjoying a rare night out, or with Mister and Missus Main 
Street doing the town on their vacation in the big city. 


It is the regular habitues of the places who deserve condemihation. 
The ones who breathe the smoke-laden, oxygen-lacking air morning 
after morning and who find their greatest source of pride in recog- 
nition by a few headwaiters. 


The ethical stupidity of proprietors of these places was brought 
into the open last week when they raised a raucous and disgusting 
squawk when War Mobilizer Byrnes issued his ruling requiring 
ae of amusement to close at midnight every night. It is just too 

ad about this people. In a phrase sadly lacking in originality, one 
is impelled nevertheless to ask, “don’t they know there’s a war on?” 


: The argument has been made that the closing 
silly Argument order should be rescinded because it will re- 
duce opportunities for amusement for our fighting men on furlough. 
Nothing more fatuous, to my mind, has been said in a long time. 


The proportion of men in uniform who win a coveted furlough 
don’t want to spend their free time hanging around Broadway or 
Seventh avenue hot spots. For one who does, there are hundreds 
whose sole idea is to go home, to some little American town where he 
can stick his knees under the table loaded with mom’s cooking and 
can stroll down Main street and say howdy to the home remnants of 
the old gang. 

And, if it comes to that, which of our army or navy men on fur- 
lough should have first consideration? Those who've been where 
the fighting is hottest, of course. The fellows who know, by experi- 
ence, what life in a foxhole, under fire, is like. And I'll bet any 
number of cookies there are mighty few of those boys who dream of 
cocktails and a floor show when they are homesick for America. 

As a matter of fact, there isn’t an amusement place worth con- 
sideration that can’t provide all the actually needed relaxation, for 
soldiers or civilians, before midnight. It would conduce heavily to 
the better health and better habits of the nation if all night club 
patrons were introduced to that oldfashioned idea of going home 
and to bed before the clock strikes twelve. After all, the night 
was made for rest and sleep. Or that was the idea I was taught 
when young and an idea I’ve always held. 


: Personally, I've a suggestion to make for all 
A Suggestion who consider the closing of “hot spots” at mid- 
night a crime not to be condoned even by war, 

There are hot spots, with plenty of action, which stay open 24 
hours, daily. They are running night and day, with no closing hour. 
They are brilliant with light, the light of flares and big guns, Their 
floor show, the most dramatic in all history, runs continuously. And 
there is no cover charge, with a usually sufficient supply of dainty 
dish known on the menu as “C-Ration.” 

There is, for instance, one such hot spot, at the moment, with 
the lights on full blast, known as Iwo Jima. I thirfk it would be a 
good place for the type of persogs who raise a howl of agony when 
war needs say they must cut short their fun at midnight. 

The entire population of Holland is in immediate danger of 
death by starvation— 

Millions of American boys and men face death every minute as 
they fight to save our comfort and our decent life— 

Shiploags of wounded men are returning to American shores— 
and hospitals— 

There is death and agony and filth and sweat and blood and toil 
all over the earth 

Who cares if a few night club proprietors lose a little profit, if a 
few night club employes have to go to work in essential war 
industry? 


It will be good for them, anyway. And if it helps the victory, °

As Patrick Henry reminded hig 
countrymen in another time of 
trouble, there is no way.to judge 
the future except by the past. 
Therefore we may assume that in 
so far as America and Britain 
are concerned, there will be no 
punishment of war criminals. 

No doubt Hitler will escape as 
the kaiser did. Why? For the 
same reason that Doolittle was in- 
structed not to bomb the palace of 
the emperor of Japan. It is not 
considered cricket to kill the ruler 
of a nation. 

There is no world law, for there 
can be no law without a lawmak- 
er with power to enforce it..A na- 
tion can be punished only by an- 
other nation which conquers it, 
and law imposed by the will of 
the strongest is tnly the law of 
the jungle. 

Since there is no law to punish 
a nation, there is no legal way to 
punish the ruler who represents 
the nation. Under America’s crim- 
inal law, all parties to a conspir- 
acy are held equally responsible 
for the crimes of one, but our law 
does not reach beyond our bor- 
ders.

The senate provided that the board 
shall be composed of three mem- 
bers appointed for three years 
each, rather than seven members 
for seven years as proposed by 
the constitutional revision commis- 
sion. Gov. Arnall had recommeénd- 
ed seven members so that all sec- 
tions of the state could have .rep- 


resentation and the commission | 


had recommended seven-year stag- 
gered terms so that no one gov: 


ernor could ever name all of the | 


board’s personnel, thus again 
throwing it-:into partisian politics. 

When the -evision commission 
finished their work last December 
Speaker Roy Harris said that the 
commission would not be able to 
recognize the document by the 
time the house got through chang- 
ing, amending and modifying it.

De Gaulle's Position 
Extremely Vulnerable 


. WASHINGTON.—The shallowness of Gen, De 
ee... J Gaulle’s position in refusing an invitation to’meet 
—. with President Roosevelt in Algiers is revealed 

in the excuses given for his declination. 

We are told by French spokesmen of the temperamental general 
that he could not go to Algiers, first, because, not being informed 
on what took place at the Crimean. conference, he wo be called 
to make certain decisions in relation to the work of that conference 
which he could not very well do without consultations with his 
cabinet. For that reason he preferred to have President Roosevelt 
go to Paris, where the provisional French cabinet would be imme- 
diately available. . 

De Gaulle’s second reason for declining the President’s invitation, 
we are told, was that it would be a source of humiliation for him 
to have to go to the scene of earlier French disasters, Algiers, which 
had been taken over and held by the Axis during the first two 
years of the war, - . : 

On that flimsy pretext he refused to journey to North Africa to 
meet with Mr. Roosevelt.’ 

De Gaulle could not make the short hop across’ the Mediterranean 
to Algiers, although Mr. Roosevelt, despite the fact that he is an 
invalid, could travel 14,000 miles for a meeting with Marshal 
Stalin at Yalta, 


Contrast His refusal is in strange contrast with the action of 
Prime Minister Churchill also in flying from 

to Athens for a conference with rebellious forces at the time of the 

Greek crisis. Mr. Churchill did not ask these fighting Greek leaders 

to come to London to see him, as he might have done; he flew to 

Greece to sée them. . 

De Gaulle’s pqsition about not wanting to meet the President 
until he had been informed on the proceedings at Yalta was equiva- 
lent to denying himself the source of the information he desired. 
Who was in better position to tell him of the things worked out 
at the Crimean conference than the President, just returned from 
that meeting? 

And as for not wanting to return to the scene of earlier French 
humiliations at Algiers, what could be a greater reminder of this 
than Paris, the Frerich capital and heart of the nation, which .had 
been held in Axis hands for a longer period than the nation's 
colonies in Africa? Paris should certainly be a more humiliating 


‘reminder of French vicissitudes during the past few years than the 


comparatively unimportant city of Algiers. 

De Gaulle’s excuses, of course, are too shallow to have any 
validity. He was merely showing a hyposensitiveness over the 
failure of the Big Three to. include him in the Yalta conferences, 
blaming Mr. Roosevelt for that omission, although,-as-it has since 
been revealed, Marshal Stalin was the one who first decided that 
he had no place at the Crimean discussions. . 

His contention about not wanting ” be called upon to make 
important decisions without bean eiecy ith his cabinet falls of ita 
own weight, since obviously he could have deferred any such de<- 
cisions until he returned to Paris, if that were necessary, 

De Gaulle’s conduct, intended as an affront 


On Way Out? to the American president, has caused pre- 
dictions to be made in informed diplomatic circles here that he will 
be out as the French provisional government head within six months, 


Some observers profess to see a studied move to this end in the 
action of the White House in releasing a formal statement telling, 
in moderately. worded language, the circumstances of his refusal 
to meet the President. : 


The effect of that White House document was to spread the 
news of De Gaulle’s temperamental lay throughout the length 
of France. Before the document was released little of the incident 
had been printed in French newspapers. The French censorship had 
clamped down on any publi¢ discussion of the matter. 

But this censorship, even though controlled by De. Gaulle’s 
henchmen, was not strong enough to withstand the force of an 
official statement coming frem the White House in Washington. 
Since then the French press has been filled with discussion of the 
matter. De Gaulle is being severely condemned by at least a seg- 
ment of the press. 

The White House action bears the earmarks of Mr. Roosevelt's 
smooth hand. Without resort to recriminations or even criticism, he 
has brought the Algiers incident to public notice in France in such 
a way as to spell the downfall of De Gaulle. It will be surprising 
if he lasts another year after this. Continued good relations with 
the United States is that important to the French people,

Justice has moved deliberately, 
not to say reluctantly, in this case. 
It was a stench two years ago 
whose fumes were wafted up the 
Hudson river as far as Newburgh 
where Edward G. O'Neill, repre- 
senting the attorney general of the 
state of New York, was investigat- 
ing the colossal shakedown of 
muckers and hardrock men, miners 
and a variety of other toilers by 
two of the foulest union rackets of 
the Roosevelt adherence. 


These were the hodcarriers’ 
union, which had gone more than 
30 years without a convention or 
a legal election of officers, and the 
operating engineers’ union, domi- 
nated by William E. Maloney, of 
Chicago, and Joe Fay, a drunken 
thug and politician of the Frank 
Hague chapter of the Party of 
Humanity. For years these rackets 
had robbed’ and persecuted the 
common man for whom the heart 
of Henry Wallace ever bleeds 
while, in his political character, he 
help of their 
were toiling 
dangerously far underground on 
the Delaware aqueduct, a tunnel 
worming under mountains and riv- 
ers to bring water to New York, 
financed largely with federal 
money.

O’Neill is a politician of 
his own and, as a sideline while 
running his inquiry, he conducted 
a radio program on a local station 
looking to hig own future as a per- 
sonality and an influence, avail- 
able for private practice and pub- 
lic office in the region thereabouts. 

Quite reasonably, he was still 
in the preliminary stages of his 
inquiry. when time ran ‘out for 
the Lehman administration and 
Dewey was forced to choose be- 
tween disorganizing a job under 
way to .turn out a democratic 
holdover, and permitting him to 
carry om with both his official 
duties and his sideline. Dewey 
kept him on with an additional 
appropriation and O’Neill’s results, 
finally, were made a compromise 
between success and failure. He 
reached down into Frank Hague’s 
nearby Jersey duchy to grab and 
convict a professional criminal 
who once had performed the 
worthy political service of driving 
the socialist, Norman Thomas, out 
of Newark when Thomas attempt- 
ed to make a speech, by pelting 
him with eggs. He broke up the 
union racket on the aqueduct job 
just about the time that the job 
was petering out anyway. 

Although the Shanks situation 
has been a matter of common 
knowledge for two years, being 
first exposed by initiative news- 
paper ,» the Department 
of Justice has only now ‘begun 
to present the facts to a grand 
jury. O’Neill, himself, has been 
working quietly for the Depart- 
ment of Justice ever since Dewey 
finally sawed him off. His ac- 
quaintance with the crookedness 
goes back further, however, be 
cause the aqueduct and camp jobs 
overlapped: both in time and in 
guilty personnel. Actually, he was 
learning about Shanks while 
working on the aqueduct mobs. 


Camp Shanks is a_ political 
suburb of the Hague machiné, a 
respected and valued subdivision 
of the party of Roosevelt, Hop- 
kins, Ickes, Wallace and Sidney 
Hillman, The Department of Jus- 
tice doggedly refrained from in- 
terfering during the commission 
of the crimes and delay, as every 
lawyer and cardinal of experience 
knows, is a priceless favor to a 
crook.

Passes Along a Few Stories About the Japanese 


IN THE MARIANA ISLANDS. 
(Delayed)—Soldiers and Marines 
have told me stories by the dozen 
about how tough the Japs are, yet 
how dumb they are; how illogical 
and yet how uncannily smart at 
times; how easy to route when 


disorganized, yet how brave. 

I’ve become more confused with 
each story. At the end of one 
evening, I said “I can’t make head 
nor tail out of what you've told 
me. I’m trying to learn about 
the Jap soldiers, but everything 
you say about them seems to be 
inconsistent.” | 

“That's the answer,” my friends 
said. “They are inconsistent. 
They do the damnedest things. But 


they’re dangerous fighters just 


the same” 


They tell one story about a Jap 
officer and six men who were 
surrounded on a beach by a small 
bunch of Marines. 


As the Marines approached they 
could see the Jap giving emphatic 
orders to his men, and then all 
six bent over and the officer went 
along the line and — off 
their heads with his sword, 

Then as the Marines closed in 
he stood kn 
and beat his bloody sword against 
the water in a fierce gesture of 
defiance, just before they shot 
him. & 


What code led the officer to kill 
his men rather than let them 
fight to the death is something 
only anoth. Jap would know, 


Another little story—a Marine 
sentry walking up and down be- 
fore a command post on top of 
a steep bluff one night heard a 
noise in the brush of the hillside 
below. 

He called a couple of times, got 
no answer, then fired an explora- 
tory shot down into the darkness, 
In a moment there was a loud 
explosion from below. A solitary 
Jap hiding down there had put a 
hand grenade. to his. chest. 


Why he did that, instead of toss-

I’ve talked with Marines, I’ve 
begun to get over that creepy feel- 
ing that fighting Japs is like fight- 
ae or ghosts, 

ey are indeed queer, but they 
are people with certain tactics and 
now by much experience our men 
have learned how to fight them. 


As far as I can see, our men 


are no more afraid of the Japs 
than they are of the Germans. 
They are afraid of them as a 
modern soldier is afraid of his 
foe, but not because they are slip-

pery or ratlike, but simply be 
cause they have weapons and fire 
like ves tough soldiers. And 
the Japs are human enough to be 
afraid of us in exactly the same 
way. 

Some of our people over here 
think that, in the long run, the 
Japs won't take the beating the 
Germans have. Others think they 
will, and even more. 

I've not been here long enough 
really to learn anything of the 
Jap psychology. But the Pacific 
war is gradually getting con- 
densed, and consequently tougher 
and tougher. The closer we go to 
Japan itself the harder it will be, 

he Japs are dangerous people 
and they aren’t funny when they 
have got guns in their harids. It 
would be tragic for us to under- 
estimate their power to do us 
damage, or their will to do it. To 
me it looks like soul-trying days
